Exporting countrics ‘would 
have considerably larger quan- 
titles of rice for sale In the 
coming year and many import- 
ing countries woult have the 
best local crops since the «wat, 
the spolcaman sald. 

He said the improved rice 
picture was duc “partly to 
weather corlitions and partly 
to ‘schemes to increase the arcas 
under cultivation, and the yiclds 
from export countries.” 

Japan. stood out among Asia’s 
nations as the exception this 
year with a lower rice yield.

-Butler Questioned 
Over Purchases 


_ London, Dec. 15, 

“Two -former Labour 
ministers questioned Mr 
R. A. Butler, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, in the 
today 
about the buying of sur- 
plus American farm pro- 
ducts, including cotton, 
undcr the United States 
Mutual Security Act. 

The Act provides for the sale 
of such products for sterling. 

Mr Butler told Mr Harold 
Wilson, former, President of the 
Board of Trade, that the United 
States Government. had made 
allotments to Britain of $35 mil- 
lion and $20 mililon for the 
purchase of such commodities, 
This was in addition ¢o $20 mil- 
lion previously allocated for the 
purchase of tobacco. 

Part of the $35 million allot- 
ment would be used’ to buy 
eatton, Mr Butler added. Most 
of the. purchases . would be’ by 
private trade and‘some by the 
Raw Cotton Commission. Thty 
would be at normal commercial 
prices. 

Asked whether he was 
satisfied that the growing pro- 
portion of cotton belng supplics 
under’ special arrangements 
with export subsidies would 
make it possible for the Gov- 
ernment to. introduce effective 
measures of futures trading in 
raw cotton, Mr Butler replied: 
“I don’ soe that it will make it 
more difficult. In some re- 
spects it may be more easy,”
